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Continuation of 3. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): the rejection of claims 8 and 12 under 35 (JSC 112, second 
paragraph. 

Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: claims 1-12 and 16-31 stand rejected under 35 
USC 112, first paragraph, for the reasons of record clearly set forth in the last Office action. Applicants submit that page 5 and Examples 
4 and 5 provide support for the claimed limitation. Page 5 does not specifically address the issue of infectivity. It simply states that a 
yield of at least 80% was obtained. Thus it is not clear if the passage references the total amount of virus obtained of the infectivity of the 
viral composition. Simply referencing a viral yield does not address the issue of infectivity, it is simply a measure of the total amount of 
virus present. Viral preparations frequently contain defective particles that are not infectious. These particles would also be included in 
the total yield or quantity of virus. Examples 4 and 5 do not provide support for the specific limitation either. Neither example provides 
ipsis verbis support for the claimed limitation. In fact, neither example even references or discloses viral preparations wherein at least 
80% of the infectivity has been retained.
